DETAILED ACTION 



1 . The amendments filed February 20, 2003 and June 4, 2003 have been entered. It is noted 
that in view of the amendment practice under 37 CFR 1.121 which became effective for all 
amendments on March 1, 2001, and due to the limited amount of examining time per application, 
if the amendment contains changes to existing language that requires a marked-up version 
showing those changes, the Examiner is relying upon the marked-up versionf s) for examination 
of the application. It is applicant's responsibility to ensure that the clean version(s) is (are) the 
same as the marked-up version(s). It is further noted that the clean version(s) is (are) considered 
to be the Official version(s). 



2. Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

In claim 1, lines 5-6, the recitation is vague as to what is being set forth, and it seems that 
-for- or -and- should be inserted before "driving the punch tools" or the like; in line 8, "the 
punch processing" lacks antecedent basis and further is vague and indefinite as to what is being 
set forth, and it seems that it should read —a punching process- or the like. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
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In claim 2, lines 2-3 are vague and indefinite as to what is being set forth and appear to be 
inaccurate; specifically, it is not clear as to what the recitation "inside said lower turret" refers 
and it appears to be referring to the chute and thus appears to be inaccurate, and further it is not 
clear as to what is intended by the recitation "supports said lower turret", and it seems that the 
claim should simply read -wherein a chute is connected to the work sheet outlet of said lower 
turret— or the like. 

In claim 4, line 6, "a plurality of punch tools" is vague and indefinite as to what is being 
set forth, particularly in view of the recitation of "a plurality of punch tools" in line 3 and in view 
of the fact that the plurality of punch tools are supported by the upper die, not the lower die, and 
it seems that "a plurality of punch tools" should be changed to —the plurality of die tools- or the 
like; in line 7, the recitation is vague as to what is being set forth, and it seems that —for— or 
—and— should be inserted before "driving the punch tools" or the like; in line 10, "the punch 
processing" lacks antecedent basis and further is vague and indefinite as to what is being set 
forth, and it seems that it should read ~a punching process- or the like. 

In claim 5, lines 1-2 are vague and indefinite as to what is being set forth at least for the 
reasons described above for claim 2.
